3.9. The Apoftle had to doe with (x) falfe teachers, who were ¢x- 
ceeding earneft in prefling the doctrine of the Law, and that in 
oppofition , andto the undervaluing of Jelus Chrift, by whofe 
comming thole fhadowes were and ought to be abolithed and gi- 
ven over: So thatthe ftands betweene Pau/s doétrine 
andthe doctrine of his adverfaries, the falfe Apoftles. 
Let us fee firft, 2 Cor.3.6. how the Law 1s called the letter, and {fo 
killeth, amd how it is the miniffration of death and condemnation. The 
Apoftle doth often ufe the word /etter in oppofition to the word

This is the worke of God 
that yee Leleeve en him, whem he hath fent : therefore the A& of be- 
leeving is the worke of God; which none ofthe godly will deny, 
& tis plaine by the Apoftles words, Rom.12.3. According as God hath 
dealt every man the meafure of faith : Mu/cwlus upon this place fayes, 
that the act of beleeving is alfo aur worke: for it is not fayd here,

Matter Greenham, who tels of one Mafter Chambers of Leycefter, 
who in his fickenefle grievoufly defpaired, and cryed outthathe 
was damned, and afterdyed: yet it is not for any to note him 
(fayes he) with the blacke marke ofa reprobate. One thing which 
he {pake in his extremity( O thar! had but one drop of Faith! 
moveall men to conceive well ofhim ; for by tins it feemeth he 
hadan heart, which defiredto repent and beleeve: And there- 
fore, arepentant and beleeving heait indeed, Blame me not for 
havinga fecond boutat fuch Dottrine as this, fo deftructive ro 
poore diftreffed Confciences, focontrary tothe Word of God, 
and againft the experience ofevery true broken hearted Chriftian. 
What Doctrine foever tendsto the vilifying of afan@ified lite, is 


a Dodtrine of devils,though it appeare asan Angell oflight - And 


fiich as Labour to make the Law of God ofno ufe (not flo much as
